S oci alism is generally defined as the “toUeetlke owner- 
shin and democratic management of the social means of 
production and distribntipn." 

Definitions as a rule do not explain much, however. 
This definition explains even less than usual, because ^ 
cialism is not a mere theory invented by somn learned profes¬ 
sor or philosopher. SocialUm Is the name of a phase of civili¬ 
zation, just as feudalism was a phase of civilization and as 
capitalism is the name of the civilization we'hi^ve now. 

Many students of history and -of political economy~aay 
that Socialism must be the name of the next phase, if civiliza¬ 
tion is to survive.

J Yon'will say—how are you ^ing to evolve the hov sys¬ 
tem? "How kn you going to limit it? , , 

1. To believe-that everything that is necessary for 
jsthe life of the nation, for the enjoyment of everybody 
* within the nation, tfie nation is to own and manage. The» 

fore we sMl take over the trosts, rai lr oads, miiies, tde- 
gnphs, and other monopolies of national scope. 

2. Everything that is necessary for the life and de¬ 
velopment of the state, the state is to own snd manage. 
TWre are certain busineBB functions that the state will have 

. to take care of, like intemrban ttnea, for instance. 

3. Everything that is necessary for the life and de¬ 
velopment of a city, the city is to own snd manage, not only 
street cars and li^t and heating plants, but also nbatoiy., 
public bake shops, the distribution of pure milk, and so 
forth. 

4. Everything that the individual can own and manage 
best, the individual is to own and manage. That is simple 
enough. 

• • • 

Important changes sre imminent. Te see the trusts not 
only doing away with competition, but also asking for gov¬ 
ernment inlerfc.ence and for government regulation of 
prices. In other words, we have the spectacle of the trusts 
surrendering part of their ownership and practically offering 
that part of the ownership to the government. 

"nius the trusts—or at least seme of the triuts—are will¬ 
ing to part with their ownership because they feel that thier 
business has ceased to be private concern. The trusts feel 


In forraer epochs the ruling claaa .was, by far the abler 
and stronger—physically and mentally. In former years t 
few nobles, clad in iron, and tfpined and accustomed to war¬ 
fare, could hold in subjection twenty times their ::iambCF of 
common people. 

' The ruling class-wss atso at that time the only cla^ that 
was in the possession of the wisdom of the worlc^wbatever 
wisdom the world bad then. The ruling class also bad in its 
favor the belief that this system was God ordained, and that 
anybody defying it was a rebel to God. 

Things sre different nowadays. 

The working class not only builds the bouses, ships and 
machines—but tbe working class also teaches in the pnbUc 
schools, writes the papers snd books. Not only the man who 
sots up tbe type for the papers and books is a working man— 
but also the man or woman wbo writes tbert usntlly belongs 
to our doss. The capitalist class depends upon us not only 
foi a living, but also for information and defense. 

Moreover, we have tiie baDoL No subjected class in ihe 
history of mankind ever before this bad the same political 
basis as the ruling class had. On elocrion day our vote is as 
good as Rockefeller’s and we sre many, and the-capitaliats are 
few. 

This sy.stem is not the end of all things—not any more 
than feudalism was tbe end of all things. It is, therefore, 
absolutely false to represent Socialists as intending to over¬ 
throw or annihilate society—as appealing to the brute pai- 
sions of the masses. Wo agitate for the organization of the 

masses And organization everywhere means order.

We educate, we enlighten, we reason, we discipline. 

The Social-Democrats want to maintain culture and cfviS- 
zation and to bring it to a much higher level. We appeal 
to the best in every man—to the public spirit of the-citizen, 
to his love of wife and children. 


Man started as a savage and hunter. Tbe next stages of 
human progress were those.of the nomadic herdaman and the 
agriculturist. Slavery developed in these stages. The feudal 
system was the next step, followed by the v-age system. 

The wage system was a step in the evolution of freedom 
the wage worker is better off than the laborer of any previous 
epoch of human society. But the wage system is only a step 


_ There was the Democratic party, which waateit 

new laws passed in order to get back to the individnalium of 
Thomas Jefferson ind the competition of the old style. That 
is impossible. These good folks might just as weU propose 
the abolition of the railroad and return to the days of the old 
stage-coach. The trust form is the modern way of do(^ 
business. Business has learned how to walk and will never 
creep again. 

Fourth: We have the so-called Progressives of the Ls 
Follette type. They wish to‘‘regulate''the trusts. But regu¬ 
lation must necessarily fail, because the Government caiftmt 
effectively regulate anything it does not own. Moreover, $b 
trusts naturally will try to appoint directly or indirectly the 
commissioners that are to regulate them, or to influence the 
commissioners after they have been appointed. It will be a 
matter of business with them. If they do not succeed, they 
will simply appeal to the Courts as they have done in similar 
cases everywhere. And the courts have to decide by custdfp 
and precedent established in centuries gone by. Regnlatipa 
is, therefore, bound to fail. 


yet we also realize the great advantages of the trust method 
of production and distribution on the largest scale. 

The trust has introduced many economies. It saves labor 
and effort, concentrates production and produces more cHeap- 
ly. it eliminates, the middle-man, saves expenses incident to 
advertising and drumming up trade, and saves paying com¬ 
missions to jobbing houses and small merchants. 

The trust thereby has naturally created a tremendous op¬ 
position—especially among the smaller business men. But 
the statesmen and politicians of the capitalist system are 
powerless to cope with the trusts, because when the trusts are 
trying to make as much profit as possible—or as much as the 
traffic will permit—n..v are only doing on a large scale what 
cverv small business man Joes on a small scale. 


There remains only one more proposition, gnd that is the 
Socialist proposition. It is the natural solution of the ques¬ 
tion: namely, the national ownership of the trusts by the 
nation. 

The Socialists contend that‘complete justice can be 
accomplished only by the collective ownership and ’deuK^ 


But the change is also coining from the othe side.

Again baa a lesson been sp/esd 
before the proletariat, In the case 
o' the West Virginia affair. For 
years direct action on both sides 
has kept the hills and camps 
•''.e:Jy, with little if any improve¬ 
ment in the situation of the luck¬ 
less slaves of capitalism. But over 
the situation, so iar as the mine 
workers were concernec., was the 
great coal miners' union, which, 
moving from the posing, impotent 
tactics of a Mitchell was steadily 
passing under the leadership of a 
new type of men, just as the 
Machinists have been and vanous 
other of the wonddrfu! labor or¬ 
ganizations. These new leaders have 
not been ashamed to use the po¬ 
litical arm of labor, and the result 
has been almost magical. West 
Virginia will now soon be taken 
into the union of civilized states— 
and that much gained, the workers 
will move on to further conquests, 
winning their way to emancipatton, 
as ail good thinga must be won, by 
hard and watchful efforts.

•Of wa eome to tba qusstiOB of squal 
rights, which ta tbo quastlon of wom¬ 
an suttraga as U Is prasantad to ua 
than tba question baoomas for a Catb- 
olio, for a Cbrtsttan. a rallgions ques¬ 
tion. Catholio rallgton !• not gUeot on 
ths question. It tails us anough In 
tha i&ht of Christian tradtUon and 
teaching so that wa can maka out at 
least the great principles which must 
bj applied to the quasUon. 

"Tho quastlon of woman suffrage 
and tha quastlon of woman’s righu 
ara ths same, as they ara pradantad 
to us today, altbought they are not 
necessarily the same. I will not for 
one moment admit ths absolute, per¬ 
fect equality of man and woman: 
nevertheless. I would not be opposed 
to a certain luffrage extended to 
woman suffrage. When we speak of 
absolute equality of man and woman, 
not merely In their Individual capae- 
lites. but as members of society, it 
means that she has tbe same posi¬ 
tion In society, in the admlnlstrotion 
of public affairs of society as man has. 
It means that a woman has perfect 
equaliU with man. the same rights, 
the same clalma. the same author¬ 
ity in the family. The next step will 
be. If there Is any church at all, that 
she has tbe same rights and the same 
authority In ihe church as man. 

*T would like to know wherein 
woman, in her social and political 
condition, would be In any way In¬ 
ferior to man if- sba has the same 
political right and tbe ssjne political 
power through the ballot and the 
ecclesiastic as tbe man has? It Is 
positively not different 

"There is no difference between the 
equality of the human soul or of hu¬ 
man nature. The posltioo before Ood, 
the creator of both sexes, is equal, and 
this is what the church means when 
Mhe says that men and women are 
equal. 

"The church teaches a woman has 
just as much right as man to the de¬ 
velopment of all the great powers and 
faculties and wonderful purpose Ood 
has given here. She has as much 
right to the fullest development of 
everything good In her just a? well 
as man. If she has an tncItnaUon to 
pursue the higher studies there Is no 
reason why she shocld not do It 

"It also teaches that both men and 
women have a special work to perform 
which Is assigned to them for the good 
of eoolety. Natura history, philoso¬ 
phy and tbe universal history of man¬ 
kind teach thia Everybody knows 
that tbe work which Is pointed out 
for man is not tbe same as that which 
In pointed out for woman-—that In 
the whole work of tbe human race 
woman has another work to carry oa 
and perform thaa man. 

*Tt was for this purnos* that Ood 
created the two ecxea It is a low, dis- 
guMng offensive theory to say *hat 
the distinction between the sexes Is 
only for Ufe purpose of putting people 
In toe world. Pi^pagatlon of toe race 
ts OBly a condition required for the 
work Intended by the creator. 

^‘There is a gi^ work in carrying 
out toe plan for which Ood made the 
human race. Bacb one woman and 
one maa have toeir particular flelds 


^srigaed. 
•The a 


moderr. wornsn tell us that 
this is all the reuult of a false educa¬ 
tion sad training; that if the men had 
not treated the women like savages 
toe women would be tbe same as 
men. Never. No man with eenee who 
knows what woman or man ts. who 
has studied tbetr cba/acteristtes« 
whether ia toe material or mental 
flsld, can ever maintain a tbsory like 
tola There will be. until toe end of 
time, an essential difference between 
man smd woman’s nature and work. 

*'The question of political equality 
must be decided by sound philosophy, 
by the teaching of Intelligent minds 
a^ by human experience. The pre¬ 
vailing maiorlty of Catholio teucherv, 
theoJogians and philosophers deny 
the pcUtlcal equality 


of man and 


'’There may be no objection to 
granting women a certain modified 
Suffrage. It makes e great deal of 
difference whether a woman te elected 
on toe school board of a city or 
wtastoer she bs sleeted to the congress 
ct tbe United States. A woman may 
do good trork as a nfeinbeF of the 
school board when we would not waat 
her for a reprssentettve at Washing¬ 
ton. One corresponds to a womsire 
nature and the other does not 
Woman Is a natural adueator. she un- 
derstsmds toe nature qf ehtldren far 
better then do naen. 

*T4et me call your attention to one 
thing Independent of phUooophy, toe 
teeehiags of hiatorr and sdenee, that 
in tha family the wife is subj^ to 
toe husband. Tbe authority of the 
family reets with the man. Womaa 
was given to btm as a ’helpmate, not 
as aa squaL This absolutely sn- 
clndes equality between them. 

*'An soeiety is baaed on to* family, 
U has rightly been said that if yoq 
waat to ludjge the oharaoter of a 
natkm and waat to judge toe mor¬ 
ality of a nation, looj: to the families 
and see what are the preveittag ideas 
regarding toe family la that aatt^ 
and then yon wtU. know what the 
nation ta* 

"Ood has determined that wo mm 
tatould be tnferier to man. How oould 
we ever think that It wotod eorree- 
to the deetne plan toat in tha 
higher and greater spciety for

which and toward which toe family 
Is made woman would be the equal? 

"In the church woman is excluded 
from all pr.nietpaUoB la the control 
and adraintstration of affairs—but in 
fact not on ly womaa but man as well. 
The divine constitution and organisa¬ 
tion of the Catholio church places toe 
whole authority and control In the 
hands of the pope and blsbope. 

"If you look into these factors, on 
one side ths family and oa tbe other 
the ohureh, and In both tht woman 
is assigaed to an inferior position as 
regards ths affairs of geoenu adminis¬ 
tration, why, or on wbat grounds, 
should she be given aa equal right 
and position with man in the state 
and society? 

"My firm belief ta that woman suf¬ 
frage graatsd on the demand of the 
’modem dowan's movement* would do 
the greatest barm to th* family and 
the state. It can not Injure the 
church for it Is guarded, but the fami¬ 
ly and tbe state are not. 

"Let us be careful while we fully 
recognise the personal and iodivldua) 
qualities ot mankind, recognise wom¬ 
an’s social poefUon with mankind, re¬ 
cognise that she has given as great 
a work to God's divine plan regarding 
society! and while her work is as nec¬ 
essary and as noble as msn'a yet this 
question is entirely different from (he 
question of her pontlcal position in 
the state. 

"If we want to do cur duty to¬ 
ward tbe family, the ohuroh and the 
state, we must take the right stond in 
this question thaL tbe great conserva¬ 
tive principle of tbe i^ihollo church 
may be carried out U» «hls great agi¬ 
tation of today." •

The Krupp Affair. 

A numbsr of Interogtlng documeotg 
arc publlshpd in The Berlin "Vor- 
waerts" relating *0 the way the firm 
of Krupp look) after the eroature 
comforts of officers and non-^mmis- 
sionod officers dtrtailed for the super¬ 
vision end takiog-ovar of material 
ordered by the War Office tmd Admi¬ 
ralty. It appegys that toe various 
payments for l>oard. lodging, fnel. 
servants, laundry ood sundries amount 
in the case of mjx officer >.> the respect¬ 
able sum of IS.S90 par aonum; ser¬ 
geants are treated less generously: 
men without children receive $1.91 
per day, with one child 12.40; with 
two children 12.88. and so on, for 
every child 48 eents more per da>*. 
Formerly Krupp’s used to board and 
lodge the officera Mrgeauta, and their 
families and for tne soke of decorum 
certain sums were paid back to tbe 
firm. 'This system oos been discon¬ 
tinued. and now the nrra pays the 
accounts run up and receives bstek 
nominal amounts: $41.10 per month 
in th* cose of officers, and $12.40, for 
sergeants* In itn account for $208.84 
relating to the expense of two officers 
and their famiUeo. for the flrst forth- 
night In March, 1911, there appear 
items for flowers, soap, brushes, boot- 
polish, closet-patera, and mntebea, 
etc. Uncle Krupp stands sam for 
everything' Of course. It Is not to 
be supposed that tbe officers and men 
reiox their vigilnnca owing to the wa' 
they do themselves wbll at the expense 
of the Arm whose goods they are 
ordered to inspect and ct-nlrol. Oh. 
dear no! Still, the thing looks deuced- 
j ly queer. We wonder how these msl- 
going lo bo a criminal, gel rich flrat. j are regulated in other countrieo.

Nothing cvuld be more untrue. The 
mine owners hoped that with the com¬ 
ing of the Socialist committee there 
would be a complete rupture between 
the Socialist party and thk United 
Mine Workers, that the committee 
would ag^rax'ate the present situation, 
which was just what was desired by

ABOUT THE EHGUSH SPABROW 

I havo heard aod read many inieresttns 
things about th^ iparrow, and will in thia con¬ 
tribution repeat a few of them for the amuse¬ 
ment of my boys .\nd girls^of Our Young Folka 

The first' incideni, I will relate. Is how an 
Enifilsh sparrow c»vuged the death of Sam Park, 
a sign painter in Detroit. Park was painting a 
sign three storie', in the air and wanted to get 
(o the roof for l brush. He climbed from the 
staging, on which he was working to the rool 
to another building, and from there started to 
cross to the higher roof by going hand over 
'land along a wlre.'^He was aeout half way be. 
tw'een the two buildings when a sparrow flew 
;n his face. 

The bird, apparently bewildered, sank Its 
claws Into Park's in au attempt to poise 

a moment before resuming Ks fltghL Park tried 
with one band to brush the bird away and his 
other hand slipped. He fell to the ground, 
breaking his neck and djing Immediately. 

The next Is how an English Bparn>w waa the 
causo of three houses catching fi^e st Law- 
renceburg. Ind., recently, and had it not been 
for the prompi^ work of the neighbors and 
frisnds s ] would havs been destroyed. The 
sparrow was building a nest uader the eaves 
of ths home of Mrs. Mary Wehber. and It 
picked up jt long cqtton string from a pile of 
rubbish that had just been burned. With the 
burning string In Its beak, the spam w flew to 
the roof s< ICrs. Sophia fiiafer'i ke ise. then 
tp Otto McCrlght's house and then to the roof 
-^f Smanuel Wuest’s home, where It dropped 
itha burning string. A fire started In the shin¬ 
gles of each building. Each was extinguished 
by n^^hbors before yn^ch fiamage was done. 

One day a well dressed youR< ta^y in Wash¬ 
ington was standing on the street comer whon 
a gust of wind blew a nloe small plume from 
her hat. The pluxr'i. whlcfii was light green, 
landed In the gutter ten feet away. 

Beyerat'msn offered their serv ices to recover 
the pltfin^ when a sparrow, seeing the fluffy 
feather, and realising Its comfort if gotten 
,A safely' to his. nest, snatohed it in'his mouth and 
flew to the'top of the Riggs Bank building. 

Mrs. H. Xi^Upton in one of the eastern states 


tells a pretty story. She says; "Or.© day while 
I was waiting at the Htatloo to lake a train, I 
saw' a sparrow busily engaged In selecting ma¬ 
terial for hts nesi from the road near by. Afte.- 
the sparrow had borne several pieces to his 
nest, he spied a very tong straw, and tried to 
earn' ii by seizing it in ‘he middle. The force 
of the wind against it was too great for him. 
so ho took it by the end. and flew to the caves 
of the platform. In endeavoring to weave the 
spill into his nest, he fnrr*d the half-built nest 
to the ground. lnstantl>. he came down, still 
holding the sprig, to see what he had done. 
He did not stop (o cry. to utter oaths, or even 
to scold on account of the mishap, but flew 
back, w'ith hla coveted possession, to tell his 
mate. Both returned, and set busily at work 
to rebuild the nesx Their manner was not one 
of anger. Impatience, or dlsoouragement; 
rather they renewed and redoubled their ef¬ 
forts by taking’as much of tho material as they 
could carry, at a time. In their little beakA 
'They were still working, industriously, when I 
left them." 

6 ne of the Most curiously ::oastructed bird's 
nestp ever seen In Denver is on exhibition at 
the home of the Denver Dumb Friends’ league, 
14X8 Court place. It was picked up by Dr. 
John M. Gower on the sldew'alk* in front of the 
court house, where the wind bad evidently 
blown It. ' 

The nest Is a sparrow’s, and, jodglng from its 
peculiar structure, the maker was preparing 
against the attack of his inherent enemy— 
man. It. mlght^be called a fortified nest. It Is 
made or old sweepings, with hairpins aod 
nails worep at the a*d«a The points of tho 
piss and the nails stick outward and remind 
one of rifles sticking through the portholes of 
a fortIftcation.—R. A. Dague.
